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Conservative Smoker 


There was a full house at the Con- 
servative smoker on Friday night to 
hear the splendid address of Mr. J ; 
W. Logie of Wetaskiwin. Mr. Logie 
dealt with the record of the Govern- 


point, mentioning little of a purely 
party nature, and,in this respect the 
address was unique and striking. Mr. 
Logie was most fair in all that he 
said and drew his conclusions from. 
facts which are well established in 
the public knowledge. He claimed 
that in the government of the prov- 
ince there had been too much poli- 
tics and too little business. e 
claimed that with a public debt of 
trom fifteen to twenty millions, we 
had little to show for it except the 
telephone, the Parliament buildings, 
a few court houses, a jail, and an 
asylum. The speaker stated that 
since the Liberals had been in power 
there had never been a meeting of 
the Public Accounts Committee, al- 
though this Committee is regularly 
appointed every session. The speak- 
er showed that whereas the 
accounts for 1910 showed proceeds 
of borrowing to be nearly 5) mil- 
lions, the public accounts for last 
year showed borrowings amounting 
to $12,600,000. Yet in the face of 
these facts the Premier had the hardi- 


session to show a sur- 
plus. No master of the art of 
ledgerdemain could) show a__ finer 
wizardry, but it was not such as 
could serve to deceive full grown 
men, How are wegoing to pay 
these debts, except by the method 


of reborrowing? The present Govern- 
ment has not worked out an_ intelli- 
gent answer to that question. Some 
day there will come foreclosurei 
judgment, costs, etc., and a spend- 
thrift province will have to come 
through if only by the process — of 
bankruptcy. Yet, in view of all this 
frenzied financing, this low finance 
and high tinance, the Public Accounts 
Committee of the Legislature is nev- 
er called to meet, and the financial 
methods of the government in the 
spending of public money this Com- 
mittee is not allowed in any way to 
examine or to challenge. 
The speaker went on to show that 
under the railway policy of the 
Rutherford Government, — involving 
1781 of new railways, guarantees to 
the extent of nearly $55,000,000 in 
principle and interest, for all of 
which the credit of the province is 
pledged, and for which the people 
will be held responsible, there has 
never been a concession of any kind 
asked or received from the railway 
companies in the public interest. In 
Manitoba and in British Columbia 
and in other provinces there has 
been secured for the public benefit 
control of the rates, and in B. CG, 
in addition to control of rates, an 
interest in townsites has been secur- 
ed, which yieids an immense revenue. 
In Alberta it is the Government who 
has made all the concessions to the 
railway companies, the people get- 
ting nothing whatever in return for 
charters and guarantees. Even the 
farmers’ crops in central Alberta 
have been made a prey to the Gov- 
ernment’s pet railway company, the 
C.N.R., and they have been allowed 
‘to neglect. fences and cattle guards 
at their pleasure while thousands of 
dollars’ worth of damage had _ been 
done to crops by straying cattle, for 
which, as well as for the right of 
way, the people were finding consid- 
erable difficulty in getting any prop- 
er settlement. The Sifton railway 
policy had pursued the same course, 
getting nothing in return for nearly 
sixty millions of the public credit. 
No railway concessions under his

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Teachers Wanted 

Edmonton, Alta, Jan. 25.—Six 

hundred qualified teachers are re- 


quired to fill existing vacancies in 
the public schools of Alberta. 


the rapidly changing conditions 
throughout the province, that the 
school inspectors have recommended 


a modification of present regulations 
under 
These recommen- 


to admit American teachers 
certain conditions. 
dations are being considered by Hon. 
J. R. Boyle, Minister of Education, 
who said today: 

“The Department found it neces- 
sary last year to issue permits to 
400 teachers to enable them to take 
up schools. Some of them had no 
qualifications. We have also allowed 
teachers from other provinces in 
Canada and from Great Britain to 
take schools, though their standards 
were not as high as our require- 
ments; but it was thought to be 
better td keep the schools open than 
to have the pupils derived of all 
educational facilities. Under the 
present. system Americans, no mat- 
ter how well qualified, cannot teach 
school in .Alberta.’’ 

Mr. Boyle said that after consider- 
ing the matter from every stand. 
point most of the inspectors reached 
the conclusion that Americans hold- 
ing degrees from reputable univer- 
sities and with academic standing as 
high as those of properly qualified 
teachers in Alberta, should be allow- 
ed to teach in Alberta schools, after 
passing examinations in Canadian 
civics and Canadian and British his- 
tory. 

“The recommendations were made 
by practical men who are on_ the 
tround,’’ the minister added. ‘‘They 
are familiar with the needs and re- 
quirements in educational matters in 
this growing country.”

Mr. T. H. Race, Mitchell, Ontario.

What advantages the American manu- 
facturers of the West have over the 
Canadian manufacturers of the East 
in supplying the trade in Western 
Canada. 

“In conversation with the manager 
iof a large implement concern in 
Mlinois, who confirmed all that I had 
gathered at Racine, Milwaukee, Madi- 
gon and Peoria,” says Mr. Race, “I 
‘learned that the advantages were of a 
two fold nature, firstly in « cheaper 
freight rate, and secondly i: the vol- 
ume of output. The freight rate be- 
tween Toronto Hamilton, and Brant- 
ford, by way of Chicago to St. Paul 
and Winnipeg was two cents per hun- 
dbed léss than by the Noth = shore 
route to Winnipeg. ‘With tnat advan- 
tage,’ said the manager, ‘together 
with the advantage of manufac. 
turing for a market of ninety-seven 
millions as against a market of only 
seven millions w> ean aiford to pay 
the Canadian duty and still do busi- 
ness With the Canadian \.est. In fact, 
he continued, ‘these advantages in our 
favor, trifling as they are, reduce the 
tariff protection to the Canadian manu- 
facturer to a matter of only about 
flve per cent. and if the Canadian 
government should take oi the duty 
entirely it would nct likely affect the 
prices now paid in Canada to any 
noticeable extent.’ 

Advantage of Large Output 

“In order to impress uper me the 
advantages of a large output over a 
comparatively small one, | was inform. 
ed that a large American {!mplement 
firm last year manufacturec five hun- 
dred binders. They did this ot save 


ines. The manager assured me that 
if they got three-quarters of the cost 
of making these binders they would 
be well satisfied.
